Franklin Grilled, Witness Is

All in One Day 


LOS ANGELES, June 8.—Pande- 


monium reigned for a few moments 
at the bribery trial of Clarence S. Dar- 
row soon after the trial was resumed 
today, when four attorneys, the judge 
and the witness were trying- to make 
themselves heard at the same time. 


Bert H. Franklin, the state's wit- 


ness, was on the stand undergoing a. 
particularly severe grilling by Attor- 
ney H. H. Appel of the defense and 
had given a sharp retort to a pressing 
query. 
Judge Hutton, addressing the wit- 
ness, informed him that his remarks 
and1 language were Improper and a 
reflection upon counsel. 
Assistant District Attorney Ford in- 
terrupted -the cowtSr-Bhouting that he 
•took--an,~«xceptton -to»-th» court~e'iftm"=r 
mentlng on the attitude o£ the wit- 
ness. 
/ 


• Roger* -and Appel of the 
defense 
and District Attorney Fredericks then 
Joined the controversy, above the din 
of which could be heard the v6ice of 
the "witness endeavoring to assure the 
court that he meant no offense to 
counsel for the defense. 


tiCPROAR QUIETED. 


Judge Hutton finally quieted the 
uproar, saying that the court was per- 
fectly able to control the situation. 
The defense brought out an im- 
portant point during the attack on 
Franklin's testimony 
in the 
early 
hours of the session by showing that 
Franklin had gone about protesting 
the innocence of Darrow after he had 
made his confession to the prosecu- 
tion and even after he had testified 
against Darrow before the grand Jury. 


The defense succeeded in compelling 
the witness to produce a leaf from his 
diary giving the date of his appear- 
ance before the grand Jury. It was 
on January 20, 1912, five days before 
he made 
his 
confession to Special 
United States Prosecutor Oscar Law- 
ler and 
Assistant District Attorney 
Ford. 


The prosecution objected to every 
question asked tluj witness, but almost 
Invariably the ruling of the court was 
favorable to the defense. 


FRANKLIN IS DRAMATIC. 


After a long series of questions by 
Attorney Appel, tending to draw from 
the witness his reasons for defending 
Darrow In public after he had testi- 
fied against him before the authori- 
ties, Franklin replied dramatically: 
"I had hoped against hope that Mr. 
Darrow would be able to clear him- 
self of the charge and continued hop- 
Ing so until I took this stand." 


"Even though you had already told 
the grand Jury that Mr. Darrow had' 
given you the bribe money?" asked 
Appel with a sarcastic smile. 


The witness did not answer. Frank- 
lin appeared haggard and worn when 
he appeared In court today and his 
long-maintained composure was not 
much in evidence after a few search- 
Ing questions had been directed at him 
by Attorney Appel. 
The long examination also appeared 


to have ilmllnr effect on counsel for 
both sides as indicated by acrimonious 
charges shot back and forth 'along 
counsel's table.

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Italian Progress in Tripoli. 


Not much is said in the newspapers about the war in Tripoli, 


but all the same the Italians are tightening their grip on the 
country. They are in Tripoli to stay and are planting themselves 
firmly whenever they obtain a foothold. They are now in undis- 
puted possession of the entire coast line and are steadily pushing 
the Bedouin tribesmen back into the desert. 


Indeed, there is no real war in Tripoli. It is true the Arabs 


are skirmishing with Italian outposts and doing their utmost to 
harass them in efforts to construct roads and establish a stable 
system of order, but the Italian conquest goes steadily on 
nevertheless. The Italians are building a railroad to connect 
the principal coast towns, and have planned extensive harboi im- 
provements for Tripoli and two other ports. They are also build- 
ing wagon roads in the interior, digging artesian wells and estab- 
lishing hospitals and schools, also agricultural experiment stations. 
The harbor improvements projected at Tripoli will cost upwards 
of $4,000,000. In short, the Italians have brought with them all 
the machinery of modern civilization into North Africa, and 
adapting it to the conditions they find there. 


Like the old Romans, they are making road building the sign 


and surety of permanent conquest. Railroads and wagon roads 
are being built with the labor of soldiers. All the soldiers not 
actively engaged in field duty are employed as mechanics and 
laborers on the public works to insure a permanent, peaceful and 
healthful occupation. Army officers are doing engineering work 
to augment the water supply and develop the agricultural re- 
sources of the country. Tripoli is being subdued by the arts of 
peace and industry. 


Never In the history of the worid has a permanent occupa- 


tion gained by military conquest been planned with such compre- 
hensive thoroughness; never has it proceeded with such rapidity 
and along such precise and scientific lines. The Italians are doing 
their work in North Africa with German thoroughness, with a 
skill and preparation that surpasses any feat of conquest and 
colonization yet attempted. 


The country is being accurately surveyed and mapped, the 


soil tested, the water supply delimited in extent and character, and 
a great mass of scientific information gathered for future use in 
exploiting the resources of the country and .making it habitable 
for colonists.

Trade routes are being laid out and trading depots established at 
strategic points. This great work is proceeding with a diligence 
and system that shows that the conquest of Tripoli waa not under- 
taken until the most minute and careful preparation had been 
made—till the Italian Government was fully prepared to hold and 
develop the country. What has already been accomplished is re- 
markable. The achievements of the Italians in North Africa is 
fairly entitled to rank with what the Americans did in the Philip- 
pines and Panama. In some reapecle, they have done their work 
quicker, if not better. 


In ancient times North Africa was a granary for Rome; the 


entire coast region from Cyrenaica to the Strait of Gibraltar was 
densely populated and highly cultivated, and traversed by a 
magnificent system of roadways. The land was made fruitful by 
Twrt irrigating systems. But since the Mahommedan occupation 
everything has fallen into decay. Aqueducts were destroyed and

Some of the Prophets of Reform. 


Among the "leaders" who have gone to Chicago to defend the 


people's rights, and, incidentally, to assist Roosevelt to get the 
nomination for President are Gebrge Brown of Ohio and "William 
Flinn of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. Both have a history and have 
helped to make history. Both know the evils of bossism from 
intimate, personal acquaintance. Both are living examples of 
the sincerity of Colonel Roosevelt's war to down the bosses. 


George Brown was formerly a lieutenant of Mark Hanna. 


Since Hanna's death he has been the captain of Senator Dick's 
machine, but lately he has deserted Dick and enlisted in the war 
Dan Hanna is making on President Taft. Dan Hanna is a son of 
Mark Hanna and owner of the Cleveland Leader, and has been 
bitterly hostile to the President ever since he was indicted for 
rebating. Hanna complains that Taft does not stand by his 
friends, and points to the way Roosevelt protected Paul Morton 
and kept him in his cabinet after it was proved in court that he 
was guilty of rebating, as proof of Taft's ingratitude and Teddy's 
loyalty to his friends. Brown was rated its a boss in Ohio until 
he reformed and forsook Taft for Roosevelt Now he ranks as 
a leader. 


William Flinn of Pittsburg was formerly the political partner 


of the late Chris Magee, and has made several millions out of 
street contracts and street railway franchises. 
In Pittsburg this 


is taken as conclusive'proof that a man is a patriotic, upright and 
unselfish citizen. Fliuti at first tned to supersede Magee as boss, 
but was defeated by him and became his lieutenant. Magee and 
Flinn led a revolt against Matt Quay, but were beaten and be- 
came Quay's lieutenants. After Quay and Magee died, Flinn re- 
volted against Senator Boise Penrose, Quay's successor as State 
boss of Pennsylvania, but was again beaten. He climbed on the 
Roosevelt band-wagon and is once more boss of Pittsburg and 
aspires to take Penrose's place as boss of the State and Senator 
of the United States. 


Coadjutors of Flinn in the war to overthrow bossism are Wil- 


liam Ward of New York, George A. Knight of California, Ed 
Loose of Utah and John G. Capers of South Carolina. Ward 
was formerly a lieutenant of Senator Tom Platt, and is now the 
boss of Westchester county. Ed Loose is a wealthy mining man, 
and a Jack Mormon who holds his commission as boss in Utah 
by grace of the Mormon hierarchy. He was formerly a follower 
of Mark Hanna. George A. Knight is known to everybody in 
California. John G. Capers held the office of Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue under President Roosevelt. He does not hold 
it under President Taft. In 1906 Capers rounded up the "field

American Dredging Company's electric 
suction dredge,- Long Beach. Captain 
Dlson, 
has

dredge to arrive here tor the 
work of 
deepening the western waterfront. 
The 
newly arrived dredge Is at berth 12 Long 
wharf, having some miner repairs 
at- 
tended to, although it will probably be 
necessary to put it on the ways for a 
general overhauling before beginning her 
Dperations on the local waters. 
It' Is 
hoped to have everything in readiness 
for the dredge to begin work In about a 
week or ten days. At present poles have 
been driven out from Vhe shore to s. point 
about 3000 feet from the shore 
'riip^c 
pok.s art. wired and will furnish power 
tor tha dredger's operation, the electricity 
coming from the Great Western Power 
Company's plant. 
It now but needs the completion of the 
plpa line for transmitting mud from th,e 
ond of the proposed channel to "flll-in." 
At the rate at which the pipe lino is be- 
ing run it Is hoped to have It in readi- 
ness for operation In about a week. The 
pipe line is being: run along: the north 
side of the Long wharf, being held In 
place by wood braces. According to the 
officers of the LOOK Beach, the dredge Is 
capable of throwing out from 
6000 to 
10,000 cubic yards of mud a day. At this 
rate something, over 2,000,000 cubic yards 
of mud will be taken from the channel 
and put in the "flll-in" in a year.

Kahn Calls Attention to Grave 


Possibility of Dead- 


lock in Battle.' 


WASHINGTON, June S.—Commenting 


on the possibility that the House of 
Representatives may have to elect ths 
next President, and in that event the 
House probably would be 
deadlockea, 


Representative Kahn yesterday gave out 
the following statement: 


"If there are two Republican candi- 


dates, that is, if Colonel Roosevelt and 
Mr. Taft should be nominated by dif- 
ferent conventions In Chicago, the pos- 
sibilities ace that neither a. Republican 
nor a Democratic candidate would have 
the required majority of the votes In 
the Electoral College. 
The Constitution 


provides In that contingency that the 
House of Representatives shall chooao 
the President, each state having one 
vote. 
There are twenty-two Republican 
states 
and 
twenty-two 
Democratic 


states now represented in the House. The 
result would he. a stand-off. Four states 
would be unable to- vote because their 
delegates are «v«nly . divided. 
Further 


complications ensue because of the Con- 
stitution, which says that the Presi- 
dent chosen by the House shall racelve 
a majority of all the states. 
In the 


event that neither the Electoral Col- 
lege nor the House Is able to elect, the 
Senate names a Vice-President from the 
candidates having the highest votes, and 
he'acts as President. 
The President, 


however, must be named by a majority 
of the votes in the Senate. 


"The situation would be badly mixed, 


according to my figures, if there were 
three leading candidates for the Presi- 
dency," said. Kahn. 


"It is presumable that no one of them 


would receive the majority of the Elec- 
toral College, and the House would have 
to act under the Constitution.

ings will vote for. one or the other of the 
Republican -. candidates... An equal num- 
ber would -be casi,by the twenty-two 
Democratic states. 
) "If there is a bolt "from the Chicago 
r convention and a. three-corner campaign.

Short Sermons for Busy Readers 


.DIVES AND LAZARUS 


"There was a certain rich men « • » and a beggar."—St. 


Luke. 16:19-20. 


So men esteemed them not for what they were, but for what they 


had; a mode of' Judgment not yet obsolete. But as the parable pro- 
gresses we see them in exactly reversed circumstance, which Is to 
say, God's judgment, true and just, passes not upon possessions, but 
upon character. 


Note that Dives is not described as a thief, gloating over 


not &a a tyrant who had robbed the defenseless. 
The impression left is thai the rich man came by 
his wealth honorably. 
Neither are we told that 


he wickedly misused his'riches. Xo specific wrong 
doing Is laid at his door; Just an ordinary rich man, 
ease loving, gpnermis to Ills friends, rather satisncd 
that his riches were a. certificate of his worth; guar- 
antee of special favor from God. A type not utterlv 
extinct todaj'. 


Yet he IB condemned. 
Not for what he had 


done, for so far as the parable relates he was guilty 
of no wicked deed; but for what he had not done. 
Not that he was harsh or cruel to Lazarus, but that 
he was indifferent. 
He neglected an opportunity— 


as if by customary habit—to do a. good humane deed. 


It is rather clear that a criminal, a thief, a 


murderer, ought to bear penalty, but not at all 
commonly agreed that whoever simply neglects— 
leaves undone—the positive dePds of righteousness la also worthy of 
penalty. 
Yet Christ so taught. Thus the one-talent man was con- 


demned not because he stole the talent, but because he did not use 
it. The tree that "cumbered the ground" was to be cut down not for 
bearing poison fruit; it fcore no fruit. 
And Pharisees merited wrath- 


ful scorn not for praying, almsgiving, tithing, but for neglecting Justice 
and mercy. 


THIS IS NOT ENOUGH. 


It is not enough that we refrain from wrong: a prisoner does as 


much. But we are bound to do the right. What-our Lord, urges Is 
an aggressive, positive righteousness that never neglects an opportunity 
for real service. 


You have not robbed the defenseless! 
So far good; but did you 


defend them? 
You have not destroyed human life; yes, but did you 


safeguard life? 
You did not acQUlre your possessions by Injustice 


and you do not wickedly misuse them; but have you put your posses- 
sions to a right'use? 


Nothing that is merely hoarded has an actual value. 
Money 


must be invested, machinery must be worked, faith practised—-every 
resource of potential worth has its actual worth only as it is properly 
employed. 
So that instead of congratulating ourselves upon our pos- 


sessions of abilities and property as If the mere possession certified 
our worth and the divine favor, we do well to examine our uses of 
the resources bestowed upon us. 
What we have la measure of re- 


sponsibility, and to whom much Is given from him shall much be 
required. 


UNREST UNLEASHES THOUGHTS. 


The unrest and turmoil have set u* to wondering; about right social 


and economic form*: but after all the prima Importances attaches not 
to mere forme,, tut to the right social and economic spirit. If the 
spirit be right it will of ita own working- generate proper forms 
through -which to express itself. And no formal chanprs can over take 
the place of spiritual change. What the Gospel urge* is fundamental, 
namely, that whatever we have Is given in trust to be uaed for the 
common welfare; we are stewards. So that It is not enough to acquire 
poeaeseiono rlfhtly; we must u«e every reeoure* for the hlfhest good. 
Neglect la », iln.

| E have all seen in every Japanese home and in every 


Japanese shop, placed prominently, the three little, 
monkeys in a group. Some are in ivory statuets 
and some are pictured. 
One of these monkeys 


holds his hands over his eyes, meaning "I will see 
no evil." Another holds his hands over his ears, 


meaning "I will hear no evil." And the other has his hands 
over his lips, meaning "I will speak no evil." One of these lit- 
tle statuets of the three monkeys should be on the dressing 
table of every woman—yes, and of every man also. If not on 
the dressing table It should be placed somewhere in a conspicu- 
ous place, to be seen often, as a reminder. Just those three 
thoughts will help to beautify the nature of the hardest man 
or woman. How beautiful the world would be if that Japa- 
nese motto was lived up to. The woman who listens to evil 
places her foot on the first rung of the ladder downward. It 
is just as inglorious to listen to evil as it is to speak it unless 
one is strong enough to reprimand the speaker and deny the 
truth of evil. To see evil is as bad as to listen to it, and peo- 
ple who do see evil and do not in some way correct it are evil.

Standing at the very gates of the 


nation's capital, the memorial seemed ' 
a gigantic magnet drawing a repre- 
sentative throng from every corner 
of America. 
One hundred thousand 


visitors crowded within thf> city, ac- 
cording to the estimates of tha com- 
mittees conducting the ceremonies. 


Half of that number are members 


of the Knights of Columbus, gath- 
ered to give tribute to the patron of 
their order. 


The enthusiasm In Washington to-
